THB METHODIST CONPBKJ5NCI5 ON 


THK PllESIDENT. 


What is the matter now? Will tbe 


passions of tbose who should give to 
tbe world a godly example ran smack 
and make a scene never to be forgotten 
in the unualo ot the church. The floor 
of the room in which a Metbodiat gen- 
eral conference at Chicago was held 
sustained the weight of the beat aud 
wrath ot contending religions factions 
over tbe canteen law at applied to the 
army. The good, and some say over- 
righteous, members of tbe conference 
were in favor of demolishing MoKinley 
because ba sustained and applied tbe 
construction given tbe law by tbe 
United States Attorney-General. Tbe 
construction given by tbe Attorney' 
General was characterized as weak and 
not in accord wltb tbe letter or spirit 
of tbe statute, 


Tbe JOUIWAL is of tbe opinion tbeae 


men were riiiht when they said the con- 
struction given waa weak. Xbe German 
element In tbe convention came in fot 
their share ot criticism from tbe de- 
fenders of tbe rery good William Mc- 
Einley. Tbe Germans were charged 
with a political feeling against the 
President arising oat of a bias In favor 
of the Boers In tbe Boer war. These 
men were informed by the President's 
pastor Ht Washington that be might, 
with like propriety, aconae by resolu- 
tion Emperor William as tbe Germans 
were indulging In against McKlnley. 
The pastor perhaps had a little heat in 
his oolar when he so stated, which 
caused him to forget that these men 
•re German-Americans and republi- 
cans'. Tbe club of the pastor was 
applied with such vigor and effect in 
tbe conference that the Germans and 
other combatants in martial array 
against MoKinley and tbe Republican 
party were defeated. 


The honey of conciliation after the 


battle was npplled, which did not con- 
ciliate, as tbe war will continue until 
the polls are closed on election day in 
November. 
When men are brow- 


beaten into silence and their native 
land ia used as a olnb to do the work, 
It should not be received as conclusive 
that silence will not be broken with a 
marked effect on tbe highways and in 
the workshops. Tbe wedge hue been 
entered that will split tbe politics of 
the Methodist ohurcb, nod God and 
Mammon will Imve it out, as the 
cbaroh will not, because it cannot 
serve both. 


William MoKinley, tbe Methodist, 


may continne tu serve Mammon, but 
tbe spirit of John Wesley in tbe cbaroh 
will continue to serve God, and John 
will get away with William as sure as 
the Lord reigns and the gospel that 
includes peace on earth, good will to 
men ia preached to tbe people. 


The oanteen law is a result of tbe 


efforts of temperance people before 
congress, which is believed by them 
that the President and Attorney-Gen- 


. eral have succeeded In beating in Us 


application by an unfavorable con- 
struction of tbe law in its letter and 
spirit. When temperance people, who 
are mostly Republican in politics, take 
in review the whole question of trusts 
as applied by the Republican party, 
they will learn that the combined 
corporate liquor interests of the coun- 
try are receiving the same protection 
as other trusts are reoeiving from that 
purty. When Hauna unit! the trusts 
are doing no barm tbe combined liquor 
trusts wera included in as full a senee 
as any of tbe trusts there are in tbe 
country, which explains tbe construc- 
tion given to tbe oanteen law. 


The Methodist church and the liquor 


trusts have been partners in politics 
since tbe national oanvasa preoeedinu 
Garfleld's election. 
Tbe combined 


liquor interests at that time conceded 
to the churches and more especially to 
tbe Methodist church that 
efforts 


would be made by those representing 
these interests to place tbe sale of liq- 
uor upon a more elevated plain by In- 
sisting upon and procuring a high 
license system. Tbe liquor question 
was then put to rest in national poli- 
tics and from that time till tbe canteen 
made Its appearance there has been no 
trouble over the liquor question be- 
tween the churches and tbe combined 
liquor interests. 


The political copartnership tbeu 


formed has oontmned, to the deligbt 
and support of tbe Republican party. 
Trust interests in all departments are 
under its protection and care and 
there is not a man in tbe party who 
knows that fact better than President 
MoKinley. The obligation the party 
Is under to protect tbe combined liquor 
trnsts Is as bind Ing upon It as Is tbe 
protection of any of tbe trusts. The 
President and Attorney General are 
carrying oat a party obligation when 


the oanteen law ii denied operation ac- 
cording to Us letter and spirit, and as 
tbe JODBNAJ. understand*- the arrange- 
ment, the church has no cause to com- 
plain till tbe polioloal copartnership ia 
desolved that exists between tbe 
cbarobes snd the llqoor trusts for the 
support of tbe Republican party. 


It may be tbe President's pastor was 


Informed upon the arrangement there 
is between tbe church and tbe liquor 
interests when be olabed tbe Germane 
and others Into submission In the gen- 
eral conference. Should hot beaded 
members become troublesome in tbe 
church over the oanteen business It 
will have a bad effect upon the copart- 
nership 
that 
exists 
between 
tbe 


church and trust liquor interests ID 
politics. Tbe effect will be destruction 
to tbe Republican party as the churches 
and the combined liquor interests are 
Its chief supports. 


There should be no quarrel between 


them and there would not be any at 
this time were it not for tbe position 
of the party on tbe Boer war, if it is 
true as stated by tbo President's pas- 
tor. It is all well enough to have it go 
to the oonntry that the Germans and 
the Boer war are tbe cause of the 
trouble, but there ia much more in tbe 
difficulty than was stated by the Pres- 
ident's pastor. * There were men in 
that conference under the lay repre- 
sentation system there is now in the 
church who are as wide awake as Mo- 
Kinley, who understand the underly- 
ing cause there is for the action of tbe 
President in the canteen business or
